cal Humorifts among this Learned Society? No, no, reply’d my Friend, 
_-youare very much befide the Cufhion ; that Engine isja kind of a Syrriage, 
| defign’d to cure fuch Houfes by Inje€tion, that are under an: Inflama- 
tion: From whence a Learned Phyfician of thefe times, took up a New 
Notion of curing a Gonorhbea, till by the Pra€tice of his upftart Mea- 
fures, he has Pox’d half the Town, to the great fatisfa€tion of his Fra- 
ternity, but fo much to the Plague and Terrour of his Patients, that it 
is believ’d fallen Nofes will be as Fafhionable about Sobo and Pickadilly 
in a little time, as Scars amongft Prize-Fighters, or fhort Snouts among 
Ladies Lap-Dogs. Pray, faid J, explain your Allegory; Ido rotreadily 
underftand what you mean by your Syrringe, &c. Why, if you muft 
have it in plain terms, fays he, that which I term’d fo, isa Device to 
caft Water into Houfes that by accident have taken Fire; from whence, 
i fuppofe, the Doctor undertook to extinguifh, after the like manner, all 
Venercal heats {truck by Humane Stones and Stee/, into the Tinder-Box of 
Generation.

Sixty fix, had confum/’d their Colledge in Amen-Corner, and the Ground 
being but a Leafe, he lent them Money to Purchafe this Foundation, and 
to Build thereon this ftately Edifice; which they, thro’ the mi{taken 
hopes they had of his Generofity, receiv’d from him as a Gift, and to exprefs 
their Gratitude, for fo Bountiful a Donation, have Publickly return’d 
him thanks, for what the Mudling Crefas never intended to perform, 
Dedicating feveral Books to him, wherein, like poor Poets, they exprets’d 
their unparalell’d Veneration to fo Liberal a Patron, till at laft their flat- 
tcries had fo prevail’d upon the franknefs of his humour, that he thank’d 
them kindly for their thanks, and prais’d them highly for their praifes ; 
but told them plainly, He fear’d there was a Mifunder{landing between 
them, for that he had not given them a Groat, as he knew on, but only 
affifted them at an unhappy Juncture, with the Lent of fome Money, to 
recover their ancient Grandure, then buried in Afhes, which he expected in 
a little time they would make a juft Return of. This Difappointment fo 
aftomifh’d the Gallewian Fraternity ,that they look’d as Difconfolate one upon 
another, as fo many broken Gametters at a Hazard-table, hoping his Wor- 
fhip would take it into his further Confideration,and not give them fo bitter 
a Pill to Purge out the grateful Relifh of fo fweetan Expectancy as they 
had been under. A little time after this Conterence had pafs’d between 
’em, the pale-fac’d Mafter of the Ceremonies conducted the old Gentleman 
to the next World, in Mercy to his Surviving Relations, who have fince 
demanded the Money of the Colledge, the dread of Refunding which, 
having put fome of them into as Loofe a condition, as if they had lately 
fed upon nothing but their own Phyfick. 


What Priviledges, faid I, extraordinary are Granted to them in their 
Charter, above what are held by other Phyficians, who are not of their So- 
ciety? Many, reply’d my Friend, and thefe in particular, «z=. No Perton, 
tho” a Graduate in Phylick of Oxford or Cambridge, and a Man of more 
Learning, Judgment, and Experience than one half of their Members, 
{hall have the liberty of Practifing in, or within feven Miles of Loxdoz, 
without Licenfe under the Colledge Seal, or any other part of Exgland, 
if they have not taken fome Degree at one of the Univerlities; they have 
alfo power to adminifter an Oath, which they know by Expertence, 1s as 
Pratticable to be broke the next day as ’tis to be taken; they can lke- 
wife Fine and Imprifon Offenders, in the Science of Phyfick, and all fuch 
who prefurne to Cure a Patient, when they have given ’cm over, by more 
excellent Meafures than ever were known by their Ignorance; they have 
alfo the Priviledge of making By-Laws, for the Intere{t of themielves, 
and Injury of the Publick, and cam purchafe Lands in Right of their Cor- 
poration, if they could but find Money to pay for’em; they have aurhority 
to examine the Medicines in all Arothecarses Shops, to Judge ot the 
Wholefomnefs and Goodnefs of many Drugs and Compofitions they 
never yet under{tood ; they are likewife exempt from troubletome Ofices, 
as Juryemen, Conflables, &c. Being no ways cblig’d to keep Watch or Ward, 
except with a Rich Patient, where they are aflur’d to be well paid for 
their Labour; they have alfo the liberty to Kill as many as they pleafe, 
provided they do it Secundum Artem, and no Law fhall call them to ac- 
count. They are freed from the bearing of Arms, or providing of Am- 
munition, except Pill, Bolas, or Potion, or fuch as Deftroy the Bodies 


of Sick Perfons they know not how to Cure; Any Member of the Col- 
ledge, 
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edge may Practice Chirurgery, if he will but take pains to underftand it! 
They lately Committed a more able Phyfictan than themfelves, without 
Baile or Main-prize, for Male-PraCtice, in Curing a Woman of a dangerous 
Ulcer in her Bladder, by the ufe of Cantbarides, which they affirm not fit 
for Internal Application, tho’ the Patients Life was fav’d by taking on’c ; 
which fhows they hold it a greater Crime to Care out of the Common 
Method than it is to Kl in it: And in Profecuting their Antagonift for the 
contempt of Gallen and Hipocrates, they charg’d him with Evil Praétice, for 
doing that Good which they themfelves wanted either will or knowledge 
to perform,and made themielves all Fools in attempting to prove the other 
a Knave, who procur’d his Difcharge at the Kags-Bench-Bar without a 
Tryal,and now {ues them for falfefmprifonment ; and has inform’d againt{t 
em in the Crownx-Office,as common Difturbers. 


They rail mightily\in their Writings againft the Ignorance of Quacks and 
Mountebarks, yet, for the fake of Lacre, they Licenfe all the Cozening Pre- 
tenders about Town, or they could not Practice ; which fhows it is by their 
Tolleration that the People are cheated out of their Lives and Money ; 
and yet they think themfelves fo Honeft, asto be no ways anfwerable for 
this Publick Injury; as if they could not Kill People faft enough them- 
felves, but muft depute al] the Knaves in the Town to be Death’s fourny- 
men. Thus do they Licenfe what they ought carefully to Supprefs ; and 
Practice themfelves what they Blame and Condemn in others; And that 
the Town may not be Deceiv’d by Apothecaries, they have made them- 
felves Medicize-Mongers, under a pretence of ferving the Publick with 
more faithful Preparations ; in order to perfwade the World to a belief 
of which, they have Publifh’d Bills, where, in the true Quacks Dialect, 
they tell you the Poor fhall be fupply’d for nothing; but whoever is 
fo Needy as to make a Challenge of their Promife empty handed, will 
find, according to the Mozatebanks faying, No Moxey, No Cure. The 
difpofal of their Medicines they leave to a Boy’s Management, who fcarce 
knows Déercavists Dalcis from White-Sugar, or Miat-Water from Agu cfortis: 
So that People are likely to be well ferv’d, or Prefcriptions truly obferyd,, 
by fuch an Agent. 


From thence my Friend conducted me to Bricewell, being Court day, 
to give me the Diverlion of feeing the Letchery of fome Town Ladies 
cool’d by a Cat of Nine-tailes: But in our Paflage thither meeting with 
fome remarkable Accidents, I think it may contribucre fomething to the 
Readers fatisfattion to give a Rehearfal of them. 


As we came down Ludgate-hill, a couple of Town Ballies (as I fuppofe 
by their Behaviour) met each’ other, Damn ye, Sir, fays one, why did you 
not meet me Teflerday Morning according to Appointment ?

Then go 
Lome and fetch it, fays Don Furiofa, ike a Man of Juftice, and meet me 
within an Efoar in the Kings-Bench-Walks ia the Temple, or the next time

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I fee you, by Jove’s Thunder-bolts, J will Pink as many Eylet-holes in your 
Skin, as you bave Button-holes in your Coat; ana therefore have a Care how you 
Tre{paff upon my Patience. “Upon the Reputation of a Geatleman,lwil: Punciually 
meet you at your Time, and Place; reply’d the other, and fo they Partcd. 


Ullies, like Dunghill-Cocks, will firut and Crow, 

B But few or none dare ftand the Jparring Blow, 
So does the Peevifb Mungril take delight 

To fnap and {narl, fhow ‘Teeth, but dare not Bite; 
Oft Mifchief makes, but flill the danger fhuns ; 
He Creeps and Fawns, or elfe turns Tail and Runs. 4 
So Cowards often do their Swords Unfbeath, 
But Cow’d and Daunted with the fear of Death, 
Thus Tamely fhow their Blades, as fearful Curs their Teeth. 


We mov’d on till wecameto Fleet-Bridge, where Nuts, Ginger-bread, 
Oranges and Oyfters,lay Pil’d up in Moveable Shops that run upon Wheeles, 
attended by Ill-looking Fellows, fome with but one Eye, and others with- 
out Nofes. Over again{t thefe ftood a parcel of J rwomoldie’s, in Straw- 
Hats and Flat-Caps, felling Socks and Furmity, Night-Caps and Plumb- 
Pudding. Juft as we pafs’d by, a Feud was kindling between two Rival 
Females, who from the Brimftone of La/?, had blown up fuch a Fire of 
FJealoufie between ’em, that one call’?d the other Adulterous Bitch; and 
charg’d her with Lying wlth her Husband, and Robbing her of his Love:

word of a Phyfician, the greateft Cordial the moft Eminent Doctor can Pres 
[crtbe, or Patient take. 


I do affure you, Gentlemen, the Colledge of Phyficians offer’d to admit me 
as 4 Member of their Society, if I would make but a difcovery only to themfelves 
of this moft excellent and admirable Secret; No, hold you me there a little, 
Gentlemen, (faid 1) I fball then make you as Wife as my Self, and fhould I 
do that, pray who would be a Fool then?

rifh’d Drugs, ground promifcuoufly together, without Art or Rule, and 
fo made up into fundry forts of fpecies, to allure the Ignorant; I have 
here given a true portrai€ture of fuch a Scandalous Fellow, who makes 
it his Bufinefs to Cheat the common-people by his lying Affertions, and 
fallacious Infinuations, not only out of their Money, but ofteg out of their 
Health, which is far more valuable.

- From thence we took a turn down by the Ditchefide, I defiring my 
Friend to inform me what great Advantages this coftly Brook contri- 
buted to the Town, to Countervail the Expence of Seventy four 
Thoufand Pounds, which I read in a very Credible Author was the 
Charge of its making: He told me he was wholly unacquainted with

I could not fpeak to him without dread 
of danger,leaft when his lips open’d to give me an anfwer, he fhould poifon 
the Air with hiscontagious Breath ; and Communicate to me the fame Pefti- 
lence which had brought his infe€ted Body to a difmal Anatomy: Yet 
mov’d with pity towards fo fad an Object, I began ro enquire iato the 
Caufes of his fad appearance, who, after a Penitential Look, that call’d 
for Mercy and Compaffion, with much difficulty he rais’d his feeble Voice 
a degree above filence; and told me he had been Sick Six-weeks under 
that fad Confinement, and had nothing to comfort him but Bread and 
Water, with now and then the refrefhment of a little fmall-beer.  Task’d 
him further, what Offence he had Committed that brough fim under 
this unhappinefs? To which he anfwer’d, He had been a great while dife 
charg’d of all that wascharg’d again{t him, and was detain’d only for 
his Kee’s; which, for want of Friends, being a Stranger in the Town, he 
was totally unable to raife. I ask’d him what bis Fees amounted to; 
who told me Five-Groats. Blefs me! Thoughr], what a Rigorous Uncha« 
ritable thing is this, that fo Noble a Gift, intended, when firft given, to 
fo good an End, fhould be thus perverted! And what was defign’d to 
prevent People’s falling into Mifery, thro” Lazinefs or [ll-Courfes, fhould 
now be corrupted by fuch Unchriltian Confinement, as to Starve a poor 
Wretch becaufe he wants Money to fatisfie the demandsof a Merces 
nary Cerberus, when difcharg’d of the Prifon by the Court! Such fevere, 


nay Barbarous Ufage, is a fhame to our Laws, and unhappinefs to our 
Nation, anda fcandal to Chriftianity. : 


From thence we turn’d into another Court, the Buildings being like 
the former, Magnificently Noble; where ftraight before us was another 
Grate, which prov’d the Women’s Appartment: we follow’d our Nofes 
and waik’d up to take a view of their Ladies, who we found were 
fhut up as clofeas Nuns; but like fo many Slaves, were under the Care 
and Direftion of an Over-feer, who wall’d abour with a very flexi- 
ble Weapon of Offence, to Corre& fuch hempea Journy-women who 
were ‘unhappily troubled with the Spirit of Idlenefs. Thefe fmelt as 
frowfily as fo many Goats in a Welfh Gentlcinans Stable, or rather a 
Litter of pifs rail Children under the care cf a Parifh Nurfe ; and look’d 
with as much Modefty as fo many Newgate Saints Canoniz’d at the O/d- 
Barly; being allas Merry over their fhameful Drudgery, notw ithf{tanding 
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Crt) 
their miferable Circumftances, as fo many Jolly Crifpivs in a Gairer, or 
Valear’s ina Cellar o’er the merry Clinks of their Anvil. Some feem’d 
fovery Young, that I thoughic it ftrange they fhould know Sin enough 
at thofe Years to bring them fo early into a State of Mifery: Others fo 
Old, that one would think the dread of the Grave, and thoughts. of Fue 
turity, were fufficient to reclaim ’em from all Vice had they been train’d 
up never fo Wickedly ; fome between both, in the Meridian of their Years, 
and were very pretty, but feem’d very Lewd, that Meffa/iaa-like, they 
might be Tired, but never Satisfied. Pray, Sir, {ays one Of them, how do 
you like us? You look very wiftfully at uw? What do you think of us? Why, 
truly, faid J, f think you have done fomething to deferve this Punifhment, 
or elfe you would not be here. Jf you'll believe me, withoat Bla{bing, Pil 
tell you the Trath: lhappen'd to live with an Old Regue of a Haberdafher, and 
when my Miftrefs was out of the way, he us’d to tickle my Lips with a Pene 
feather, and at laft [be Catch’d us, and had me before Fuftice Over-doe, who 
‘Committed me hither, where I have had more Lajdes of my Back, than ever my 


Belly deferv'd. : 


Don’t believe her, Mafler, crys another, She’s as avrant a Strumpet as ever 
arwd her Living at two-pence a Bout, ana was Committed hither: for Lying 
Jo long on her Back that her Rump grew to the Bed-Cloaths till fhe could nos rife 
again. She's one of Pofture Moll’s Scholars, and can {how you bow the Waters 
men {boot Loudon-Bridge, or how the Lawyers go to Weftminfter. What do 
you think, replys the other, this Battccking Brimftone came hither for? Pil 
tell you, Majter, {ays fhe, because I believe you have no good Guefs with you, 
"twas for Picking a Country-mans Pocket of his Pouch, and hiding on’t ta- a 
Oven, but when fhe came to be fearch’d, the Fool having forgot to take up the 
firings, was difcover’d inher Roguery, and fent bere to be Lafh’d, and does not 
fhe deferve it, Sirs, for trufting Money in a Box, that has neither Lid aor Bot- 
tom to it? Tcould not but wonder to hear this Impudence from Women, 
more efpecially when I confider’d they were under fuch Shame, Mifery, 
and Punifhment, which a Man might reafonably imagine would work 
upon tie moft corrupted Minds to abominate thofe bate PraGtices which 
brought em to this Unhappinefs. 


Being now both tired with, and amaz’d at, the Confidence and ldofe 
Behaviour of thefe Degenerate Wretches, who had neither Sence of Grace, 
Knowledge of Virtue, Fear of Shame, or Dread of Mifery, my Friend 
Reconduéted me back into the firft Quadrangle, and led me upa pair 
of Stairs intoa fpacious Chamber, where the Court was fat in great Gran- 
dure and Order. A Grave Gentleman, whofe Awful Looks befpoke him 
fome Honourable Citizen, being mounted in the Judgment-Seat, Arm’d 
with a Hammer, like a Change-broker at Loyd’s Coffee- Houfe,and a Woman 
tinder the Lafh in the next Room, where Folding-Doors were open’d, 
that the whole Court might view the Punifhment ; at laft down went 
the Hammer, and the Scourging ceas’d ; that I proteft, till I was unde- 
ceiv’d, I thought they had fold their Lafhes by Av@tion; the Honour« 
able Court, | obferv’d, were chiefly attended by fellows in Blew Coats, 
and Women in Blew-Aprons. Another Accufation being then deliver’d by 
a Flat-cap againft a Poor Wench, who having no Friend to fpeak in her be- 
half, Proclanution was made, viz. All you who are willing that E——th 
L—=ll, fbould bave prefeut Punifbment, Pray hold ap your Hands: Which was

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done accordingly: And then fhe was immediately order’d the civility 
of the Houie, and was forc’d to fhow her tender Back, and tempting 
Bubbies to the Sages of the Grave Affembly, who were mov’d by her 
Modeft Mein, together with the whitenefs of her Skin, co give her but a 
gentle Correction,

Finding little knowledge to be gain’d from their proccedings}-and lefs 
Pleafure or Satisfaction from their Punifhmens; my Friend and i choughe 
it better to retirey’and leave them to be Elog’d on till the Accufers had all 
fatisfied their Revenge, and the Spectators their Curiofity. 


Now, fays my Friend, Pray give me your thoughts of what you have 
feen, whether you think this fore of Correétion is a proper method to re- 
form Women, from their Vitious Pra€tices, or not? Why truly, faid [, if L 
muft deliver my Opinion accordin§¥ to my real Sentiments, f only conceive 
it may make many Whores, but that itcan inno meafure reclaim em: And 
thefe are my Reafons: 


Firft, Ifa Girl of Thirteen or Fourtten years of Age, asT have feen 
fome fuch here, either thro’ the Ignorance, or Childifhnefs of their Youth, 
or Unhappinefs of a ftubborn Temper, fhould be guilty of Negligence in 
their Bufinefs, or prove Head-{trong, Humourfome, or Objtinate, and 
thro’ an Ungovernable Temper, take Pleafure to do things in difobedi- 
ence to the Will of their Mafter and Miftrefs, or be guilty of a trifling 
Wrong or Injury, thro’ inadvertency, they have Power at home to give 
them Reafonable Correétion, without expofing ’em to this Shame and 
Scandal, which is never to be wafh’d off by the moft reform’d Life im- 
maginable, which unhappy ftain makes themalways fhun’d by Vertuous 
and Good People, who will neither entertain a Servant, or admit of a 
Companion under this Difparagement;the onc being fearful of their Goods, 
and the other of their Reputation, til] the poor Wretch by her Neceffity is 
at laft drove into the hands of Ili Perfons, and forc’d to betake herfelf 
to bad Converfation, till fhe is infenibly Corrupted, and made fit for 
all Wickednefs. 


Secondly, I think it a fhameful Indecency for a Woman to expofe 
her Naked Body tothe Sight of Men and Boys, as if it was rather de. 
fign’d to feait the Eyes of the Spectators, or ftir up the Beaitly Appetites 
of Leacherous Perfons, than to correct Vice, or reform Manners; there. 
fore I think it both more Modeft,and more Reafonable they fhould receive 
their Punifhment only inthe view of Women, and by the hand of their 


own Sex. 


Thirdly, As their Bodies by Nature are more tender, and their Con- 
{titutions allow’d more weak, we ought to fhew them more Mercy, and 
not Punifh them with fuch Dog-like Ufage, uniefs their Crimes were 


Capital. 


I believe, reply’d my Friend, you are aiming to Curry Bavour with the 
fair Sex: ‘This Le@ture toa Town Lady,if you hada Mind to be wicked, 
would fave you Money in your Pocket, tho’ indeed, what you have une ¢

give us a few Lines upon it, and then we'll feek fome new Diverfion.

Thé Houfe. was furrounded with the Mobility, that ic look’d like the 
Welfh-Cow- keepers Camp, confifting ofa oumber of borh 1 Sexes, of all for tsand 
fizes, fufficiént, inftead of one, to have Eaten al} the Calves in Effex.: We 
prefs’d hard to ‘get into the Houfe, which we found fo full, that ‘hen 
Was in, what with the fmell of Sweat, Stinking Breaths, and Tobacco, E 
thought there was but a few Gafps between this Place and Rrernity. Some 
Were Dancing to a Bag pipe, others Whiltiing toa Bafe-Violin, two Fidlers 
{craping Lillaburlero my Lord Mayors Delight, upon a couple of Crack’d 
Crowds, and an jan Trooper Parting upon a Trumpet. My

jome Reatons to believe ihe might goa little further and Sapeherter ; ac- 
cordingly fhe took her leave, and fqueez’d down Stairs, ‘tei 


malet-Looks and Inviting Airynefs upon the Parade; whe eat ‘ag, Rag, 
and Bob-taile, were Spree evens Jumbled: among tt ‘Gity aMTiey 2, trom 
Beau to Booby, and the Merchants Lady to the Tht 2 ife. 


Being now left by our felves, i ina Room not much bidset thana Hogs! 
Head, far nifh’d wich nothing but a little Bed-ftead; and-that of an un- 
eafie height to fit on, that notwith{tanding our tedious walk ’of Seven 
long Miles, at our Journeys End we could find no Refting-place ; bur 
either to lic down like Dogs, or lean like Elephants; finding as much dif: 
ficulty to get a little Drink, by reafon of their number, 2 as the Rabble 
at a Conduit that runs Wine upon a States Holy-day: When with abun- 
dance of Pains, and as much Patience, we had Liquor’d our Throats with 
two or thre  flender-Body? d Mugs of Country Guzzle, we joftled down 
two narrow Pair of Stairs, and encreas’d the numberlefs Throng of 
gazing Animals, who were differently difpos’d to divers Exercifes, fome 
Craming down Veal and Bacon, to allay the fury of thetr Cormorant Ap- 
petites, having no} able-Cloath, but Grats 5. at Seats, but Ground ; others 
Projecting better for their Exfe; ‘had sid 98 bic*ol atigefe-block, and 
blow’d their Nofes in the fame Na pking mich they wip’d their 
Fingers; fome were Climb’d into an Arbour on the top of an old Tree, 
where they fat Hooping and Hollowing, like fo many Owls, but could ger 
no body near ’em, to bring "em either Drink or Victuals: Some Ladies 
in-their Coaches Mash ’d, who, fuppofe, wanted to give fome Cully a. 
eaft home that would pay the "Coachman, others on ‘Horfe-ba ‘i . 
fac’d, conduGted thither by their-Fathers Prentices, and: many} cv g 
of both Sexes on Foot, fome Sayeaking, forte Drinking, others*Cat rit 
and Swearing, thro’ want of thanRefrefhment, which the more Induftri- 
ous Speétators had very Painfully procur’d. In the Interim we were thus 
walking, to take Notice of the fundry Humours and TranfaCtions of the 
buzzing Mul Hicudk e,came four Merry Dames in a Coach, and lighted by 
me, one trick’d up like an Old Maid with ea Gold Chain about her Neck, 
Patches on a Wrink led Pace, and her l-fhap’d Carcafe iplendidly fet off 
with very Gay Apparc! 5, her Eyes looking Angry witha hot Rheum caft 
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therly Countenances, and look’d § pat they had under{tood Trap this 
Twenty Years, I Welcom’d th ems © Mobs Hole, and began to entertain 
em, with fome talk app! licable ihe e prefent Junéture ; at laft the old 
Gentlewoman, whom i fup ee Viaid, taok ly fr — to ask me, 
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tlemans Watch 1s down, and he is albamed to {bow it us. To which I Reply’d, 
Indeed, Madan, if it be, I can fee nothing in your Ladyfbips Face that will wind 
it up again. Why, Sir, faysa third, does Faces ufe towina up Watches? Tes, 
Madam, anfwer'd I, fuch a one as I carry about me, which is made without 
Wheeles; and will give [uch a Lady as you are, a better time of the Day when it’s 
Standing, than other Watches do by their Motion. Ble/s me! Sir, fays the 
Forth, yours is the ftrangeft Watch that I ever heard on; I wi{ you would be 


fo kind to let 2 Bod» fee it. Truly, Madam, fays 1, ’tis without a Cafe; and 


anfit to be pluckt out ia Publick Company, or otherways I would be very willing 
to Oblige you. She Replying, I am forry to hear it is fo much out of Order ; 
but if it wants nothing but a Cafe, you don’t know but I may prefent you 
with one, if I think twill fit. I found I fhould be out talk’d upon this 
Subject, and was glad to make an excufe to quit their further Conver- 
fation; and from thence went into the Kitchen, buile up with Furzzes 
in the open Aire, to behold their Cookery; where the major part of the 
Calf was Roafting upon a Wooden Spit: Two or three great Slivers he 
had loft off his Buttocks, his Ribs par’d to the very Bone, with holes 
in his Shoulders each large enough to bury a Sevi/ Orange, that he look’d 
as ifa Kennel of Hounds had every one had a Snap athim. Under him 
Jay the Flitch of Roafted Bacon, of fuch an Ethiopean Complexion, that 
I fhould rather have guefs’d ic the fide of a Blackawore: It looking more 
like a Cazibals Feaft, than a Chriffian Entertainment.

Being foon Glutted with the view of this unufual piece of 
Cookery, we departed thence, and hearing a great buftle in the upper 
Room of an Out-Houfe, we went up Stairs to fee what was the matter 
where we found a poor Fidler Scraping over the Tune of Now Ponder 
well you Parents Dear ; and a parcel of Country People Dancing and Cry- 
ing to’.

Looks fuch Signs of Sorrow and Compaffion, that their Dancing feem’d 
rather a Religions Worjbip, than a Merry Recreation, Waving thus given 
our felves a Profpect of all that the place afforded, we return’d to Stratford, 
where we got a Coach, and from thence to Lowdown. 
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
